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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b), filed March 4, 2003, to revive the 
above-identified application. 

The petition is DISMISSED.

137(b) was unintentional; and (4) any terminal 
disclaimer (and fee as set forth in 37 CFR 1.20(d)) required by 37 CFR 1.137(c). Where there is 
a question as to whether either the abandonment or the delay in filing a petition under 37 CFR 
1.137 was unintentional, the Commissioner may require additional information. See MPEP 
71 1.03(c)(m)(C) and (D). The instant petition lack(s) item(s) (1). 

The application became abandoned for failure to timely file a reply within the meaning of 37 CFR 1.113 
to the final Office action of May 6, 2002. The proposed reply required for consideration of a petition to 
revive must be a Notice of Appeal (and appeal fee required by 37 CFR 1.17(b)), an amendment that 
prima facie places the application in condition for allowance, or the filing of a continuing application. 
See MPEP 711 .03(c)(HQ(A)(2). Since the amendment submitted does not prima facie place the 
application in condition for allowance, the reply required must be a Notice of Appeal (and appeal fee) or 
the filing of a continuing application. Alternatively, the reply requirement may be met by the filing of a 
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submission under 37 CFR 1.129(a) if the above-identified application is eligible for such transitional 
practice.
